.% .,•  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  place  the  telephone  of 
the  Chief  of  Police  from  the  present  eight  party  line  to 
a  two  party  business  line.  The  small  difference  in  cost 
^/.auld  give  the  townspeople  and  the  Chief  of  Police  a  more 
efficient  service  in  time  of  emergency.  The  Town  to  pay 
for  this  service.  The  Chief  to  pay  for  personal  calls. 

^,-  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  name 
of  Railroad  Avenue,  so  called,  formerly  called  Plaistow 
Road,  at  Newton  Junction,  N.  H.,  to  continuance  of  Whit- 
tier  Street  to  the  Paistow  line. 

13.  On  petition  of  Wilders  Grove  Association  and 
ten  others  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  tar  the  road 
through  Wilders  Grove,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  same. 

14.  On  petition  of  Milford  Goss  and  ten  others  to 
se,e  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  one  street  Light  in 
front  of  the  Goss  residence  on  Highland  Street,  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  same. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  from 
Hayden  E.  Cheney  the  property  acquired  by  him  from 
the,  School  District  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twelve 
Hundred   Dollars    ($1,200.00)    therefor,   the   use   and   ad- 
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ministration  of  the  premises  to  be  for  the  Newton  Junc- 
tion Firemen's  Association  and  such  further  community 
use  as  they  may  permit  or  designate,  so  long  as  said  as- 
sociation or  their  successors  shall  actively  exist  for  the 
interest  and  welfare  of  the  Town. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  install  the  "Red  Fire 
Alarm  System."  When  the  new  Dial  System  is  put  into 
operation  the  present  fire  alarm  system  will  be  obsolete. 
This  Red  Network  is  installed  and  maintained  by  the 
Telephone  Company  on  a  twenty-four  hour  day  basis.  It 
may  consist  of  four  to  eight  stations.  Stations  to  be  placed 
at  locations  designated  by  the  Fire  Chief.  This  type  of  serv- 
ice can  only  be  used  for  incoming  calls  for  Fire  on  a  special 
number.  It  is  far  more  efficient  and  quicker  than  the 
present  system.  Approximate  cost  about  8180.00  to 
$240. 00  per  year  according  to  the  number  of  stations  in 
service.  (Merrimac  and  Georgetown,  Mass.  have  had  this 
System  since  Dial  system  was  installed  and  it  is  very  satis- 
factory) . 

17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  Two  Hundredth  Anniversary 
celebration  next  August. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  observe  during 
the  month  of  August  1949,  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Old 
Home  Week  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
therefor. 

19.  And  to  transact  any  other  legal  business  that 
may  come  before  this  Meeting.

Health  Officer's  Report 

Reported  during  1948: 

Measles  4        Dog  Bites  5       Nuisances  5 

Abuse  of  the  privileges  of  the  Town  Dump  continue 
increasingly  to  be  the  big  problem.  With  no  supervision 
the  refuse  in  a  majority  of  cases  is  deposited  at  the  road- 
side instead  of  over  the  bank  resulting  in  expensive  level- 
ling by  bull-dozer.  Also  continued  dumping  of  garbage 
and  animals.  In  one  case,  conviction  was  obtained  in  the 
courts,  the  offender  being  fined  $20.00  with  costs  of 
$47.00.  This  was  a  particularly  offensive  case,  being  the 
contents  of  a  cesspool.  The  cooperation  of  the  Amesbury 
Police  with  the  local  officers  and  the  quick  reporting  by 
witnesses  aided  very  much  in  obtaining  conviction.  In 
several  minor  cases  notices  have  been  given  to  discontinue 
dumping  of  garbage.  One  other  nuisance  has  been  abated 
by  advice  and  help  of  a  State  Inspector. 

I  ask  the  residents  to  burn  or  bury  their  garbage, 
vegetable,  and  animal  matter,  and  to  deposit  their  refuse 
well  back  from  the  roadway  and  over  the  bank.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  The  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  Newton  N.  H. 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  Annual  Report.  This  re- 
port will  include  supplementary  staff  reports  from  the 
Supervisor  of  Music  Instruction,  the  Supervisor  of  Art  In- 
struction, and  the  Director  of  Health  Services.  This  report 
will  cover  statistical  information  concerning  the  school 
year  beginning  July  1,  1947  and  ending  June  30,  1948, 
with  additional  information  concerning  the  statistics  of  the 
schools  from  July  1,  1948  to  December  31,  1948. 

I  GENERAL  INFORMATION: 

The  school  enrollment  reached  a  total  of  111  pupils 
registered  for  1947-48.  During  the  present  year  our  total 
enrollment  shows  125  pupils  registered  with  an  addi- 
tional 39  enrolled  in  the  surrounding  high  schools. 

Our  present  teaching  staff  remains  intact  thus  insuring  a 
continuity  of  the  same  high  level  of  instruction  to  which 
Newton  has  been  accustomed. 

A.     The  Good  Citizenship  Medal: 

This  award  is  made  annually  by  the  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution  to  the  student  who,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  his  teachers  and  fellow  students  has  best  exem- 
plified the  principles  of  good  citizenship. 

The  Good  Citizenship  Medal  —  Gloria  C.  Samoisette 

II  CURRICULUM : 

In  our  democracy  the  individual  is  viewed  as  having 
freedom  to  develop  his  natural  abilities  to  the  fullest  pos- 
sible degree.  Starting  with  childhood  he  is  constantly 
changing  in  mental  and  physical  characteristics  as  his  nat- 
ural and  social  environment  may  vary.    A  well  balanced 
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personality  is  not  acquired  at  birth;  it  must  be  achieved. 
Born  into  a  physicial  environment,  man  must,  throughout 
his  life,  adjust  himself  to  his  natural  surroundings  accord- 
ing to  ability,  needs,  and  interest.  Born  into  a  social  en- 
vironment in  which  he  is  involved  with  people  and  institu- 
tions, he  must  adapt  his  behavior  to  the  group  pattern  of 
society.  Having  democratic  freedom,  however,  he  can  mod- 
ify his  physical  or  social  surroundings  as  well  as  develop 
his  own  special  abilities.  It  is  the  task  of  our  schools  to  help 
the  child  in  his  youthful  adjustments  to  his  surroundings, 
to  lead  him  in  his  own  effort  to  develop  any  special  abilities 
he  may  possess,  and  to  provide  a  foundation  of  good  habits 
and  attitudes  which  will  encourage  him  to  modify  his  sur- 
roundings for  the  better. 

The  program  of  studies  offered  by  the  Newton  Schools 
continues  to  provide  adequate  training  in  the  skill  subjects 
such  as  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  though  there  is 
room  for  expansion  and  improvement  in  the  fields  of  social 
studies,  health,  science,  and  physical  education  and  voca- 
tional training. 

A.  Audio  Visual  Education: 

Some  progress  has  been  made  during  this  year  in. 
that  a  minimum  program  of  maps  have  been  made 
available  from  grades  four  through  eight. 

A  film  strip  projector  is  being  used  along  with 
the  radio,  to  supplement  our  social  studies  program. 
The  use  of  these  new  tools  of  instruction  require  skill 
and  special  knowledge  which  necessitates  outside  study 
by  the  teachers  who  are  using  them. 

B.  Testing  and  Guidance: 

The  results  of  our  testing  program  last  year  show 
that  Newton  students  by  and  large,  are  working  well 
and  show  better  than  average  accomplishment  in  the 
subject  matter  fields  in  relation  to  comparative  groups 
in  the  rest  of  the  United  States. 

To  aid  teachers  in  helping  your  child  the  testing 
program  has  been  expended  to  include  testing  periods. 
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in  October  and  again  in  April  making  it  possible  for 
teachers,  pupils,  and  parents  to  diagnose  the  difficult 
areas  of  accomplishment,  take  steps  to  remedy  the 
weakness,  and  then  measure  the  effectiveness  of  the 
remedial  action  taken. 

These  tests  measure  only  a  small  part  of  a  per- 
son's educational  progress  in  that  it  tells  us  only  the 
child's  ability  to  "learn  from  books,"  and  how  well  he 
is  using  this  ability.  This  program  is  used  only  as  a 
starting  point  from  which  the  teachers  may  aid  the 
pupil  in  overcoming  his  subject  difficulties. 

A  battery  of  tests  will  be  given  this  year  to  the 
members  of  the  eighth  grade  which  will  aid  the  school 
and  home  in  helping  these  pupils  select  wisely  their 
courses  in  high  school. 

C.     Art  and  Music: 

Equipment  and  material  for  this  important  phase 
of  the  curriculum  has  been  made  available.  The  pro- 
gram in  both  these  areas  parallels  the  regular  subject 
fields  when  it  seems  desirable  and  practical.  An  oper- 
etta is  planned  in  which  all  pupils  will  participate. 

Ill     TEACHERS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT : 

A.  Teachers: 

Newton  is  fortunate  in  having  a  staff  of  well- 
trained  and  above  all,  experienced  teachers,  interested 
in  boys  and  girls,  and  conscious  of  the  need  for  con- 
tinuous study  in  our  dynamic  society.  Without  a 
corps  of  teachers  who,  by  and  large,  have  the  "for- 
ward-looking point  of  view,"  no  school  system  can  face 
the  future  with  confidence  that  its  young  people  are 
in  good  hands,  or  will  they  be  able  to  venture  forth 
well  adjusted  young  men  and  women. 

B.  Professional   Advancement: 

A  new  venture  in  professional  improvement  was 
undertaken  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  55  with  the  estab- 
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lishment  of  a  three-week  Summer  School  this  year. 
Teachers  attending  were  able  to  secure  college  degree 
credit.  The  course  covered  the  fields  of  Unit  Planning 
and  Child  Development.  The  following  teachers  from 
Newton  Schools  were  among  the  forty-five  teachers  at- 
tending: Marion  Kalashian,  Alice  G.  Knowles,  and 
Angelia  E.  Kelly. 

IV     SCHOOL  AND  COMMUNITY  ACTIVITIES: 

One  of  the  measures  of  a  good  community  is  the  close- 
ness with  which  the  various  groups  of  the  community  work 
with  and  for  the  schools.  Newton  shows  to  good  advan- 
tage' in  this  respect  as  there  is  definite  evidence  of  a  close 
liaison  among  the  various  departments  of  government  serv- 
ice organizations  and  the  schools. 

A.     Parent  Teachers  Association: 

Through  the  efforts  of  this  active  organization,  the 
hot  lunch  program  has  been  expanded  to  include  all 
grades  and  tasty  meals  are  being  served  to  about  100 
pupils  daily.  This  program  is  financed  to  a  great  ex- 
tent by  the  Newton  Parent  Teachers  Association, 
which  provides  a  paid  worker,  free  lunches  to  many 
and  underwrite  any  deficit  incurred.  This  group  is  to 
be  highly  commended  for  the  continued  efforts  in  mak- 
ing a  fuller  program  possible. 

B.     Educational  Survey  Committee: 

Other  evidence  of  the  close  liaison  between  school 
and  community  was  the  establishment  of  a  committee 
to  survey  the  future  educational  needs  of  Newton. 
The  appointment  of  this  committee  was  by  direction 
of  the  voters  of  Newton.  The  committee  has  met  reg- 
ularly and  has  been  a  great  help  in  formulating  future 
policy.  The  following  citizens  comprise  the  commit- 
tee: 

Mr.  James  A.  Marden,  C.  Ben  Leonard,  William  K. 
Davis,  Lincoln  F.  Hayes,  Kent  Walker,  Mrs.  Ella  Yates, 
Kenneth  Briggs,  and  L.  Munro  Grandy,  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools. 
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V  OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE: 

The  present  school  buildings  have  been  kept  in  repair. 
The  walls  and  ceilings  of  both  buildings  were  thoroughly- 
washed  this  summer.  New  parts  for  the  chemical  toilets  in 
the  Rowe's  Corner  School  were  secured  and  installed  as 
well  as  the  repair  of  the  septic  tanks.  The  ceilings  of  the 
two  rooms  in  the  Rowe's  Corner  School  have  been  painted. 
Another  major  step  in  maintenance  was  made  in  that  desk 
tops  in  both  schools  were  sanded  and  refinished  this  year. 

VI  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS: 

By  direction  of  the  voters  at  a  regular  school  district 
meeting  held  March  11,  1944,  the  Junction  School  was  sold 
at  auction  for  $1,125.00.  Mr.  Hayden  Cheney  was  the  suc- 
cessful bidder. 

VII  RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  CONCLUSIONS: 

I  wish  to  restate  the  introduction  made  to  this  section 
in  my  first  annual  report  that  "this  might  well  be  called  a 
Plan  for  the  Future.     In  no  way  should  it  be  implied  that 
these   recommendations   are   musts   but   a   program   upon 
which  you  the  public  must  decide/' 

A.  Teacher  Status : 

The  salaries  paid  the  teachers  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  show  that  the  female  elementary  school 
teacher  received  an  average  of  $2,300.00  last  year. 
Newton  has  always  prided  itself  on  the  level  of  its 
teachers'  salaries. 

Replacements  in  our  present  staff  would  require 
an  expenditure  of  a  minimum  of  $2,000.00  for  an  in- 
experienced teacher.  Costs  of  living  indices  indicate 
no  appreciable  decease  in  the  essential  commodities. 

Therefore,  it  seems  that  increases  are  indicated. 

B.  Music,     Health,     and    Physical    Education,     Hot 

Lunches : 
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I  again  offer  for  your  consideration  at  the  proper 
time  when  funds  and  space  are  available,  expansion  in 
these  areas. 

C.  Textbooks  and  Scholars'  Supplies: 

As  a  result  of  a  gradual  replacement  policy  our 
textbooks  are  being  brought  up  to  date  with  a  unified 
reading  and  social  studies  program  through  grade  five. 
I  recommend  that  this  policy  be  followed.  It  is  indi- 
cated that  textbooks  will  increase  in  cost  from  20  to 
25%  and  scholars'  supplies  from  10  to  15%  this  year. 
Additional  material  is  needed  in  these  categories  to 
take  care  of  the  increased  enrollment. 

D.  Maintenance  and  Repair: 

If  the  present  school  structures  are  to  be  used  for 
some  time  steps  should  be  taken  to  redecorate  the  in- 
side of  our  school  buildings.  Under  present  standards 
our  lighting  facilities  at  the  Rowe's  Corner  School  are 
inadequate,  and  this  redecoration  will  in  part  correct 
this. 

Toilet  facilities  present  a  major  problem  though 
large  expenditures  in  this  area  should  be  modified  by 
future  school  building  expansion  plans. 

E.  Equipment: 

Due  to  our  present  and  anticipated  increase  in  en- 
rollment it  will  be  necessary  to  procure  additional 
desks  to  replace  those  borrowed  from  the  Salem  School 
District  to  provide  for  the  extra  pupils  as  well  as  those 
desks  which  have  reached  a  stage  of  disrepair.  I  rec- 
ommend the  purchase  of  twenty-five  desks  this  year 
and  for  several  years  thereafter  which  will  result  in 
complete  replacement  of  our  present  school  furniture. 

F.  Planning  for  the  Future : 

1.     Increase  in  Population. 

We  are  told  by  statisticians  that  the  United  States 
per  year,  and  that  by  1955  our  total  school  population 
is  increasing  in  total  population  at  a  rate  of  3,000,000 
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will  increase  about  45%.  Newton  is  following  this 
trend,  and  if  this  continues,  additional  space  for 
school  children  is  indicated  by  1953. 

2.     Financing  a  Building  Program. 

Small  communities  all  over  New  Hampshire  are 
faced  with  the  problem  of  financing  an  adequate 
school  housing  program  only  to  find  that  the  already 
overtaxed  property  owners  cannot  absorb  this  added 
burden. 

There  are  several  plans  for  State  and  Federal  Aid 
to  local  communities  for  this  purpose  and  we  may  look 
forward,  I  believe,  to  an  act  passed  by  this  present 
Congress  which  will  grant  outright  to  the  various 
school  districts  from  40  to  45  %  of  the  total  cost  of  a 
school  housing  program.  I  therefore  recommend  the 
continuance  of  the  present  Educational  Survey  Com- 
mittee to  work  in  this  area. 

G.     Conclusion. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the 
citizens  of  Newton  for  their  loyal  support  of  the 
schools.  I  also  wish  to  express  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion for  the  cooperation  of  the  teaching  staff  and 
School  Board  in  guiding  me  in  our  important  work  of 
educating  all  the  children  of  all  the  people  of  Newton.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music 


To  Mr.  L.  Munro  Grandy,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Super- 
visor of  Music  in  the  Newton  Schools. 

The  progress  which  has  been  made  in  Music  Education 
during  the  past  year,  has  been  made  possible  by  the  keen 
enthusiasm  and  splendid  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and 
students. 

In  the  primary  grades  rote  songs  supply  the  inspira- 
tion for  a  valuable  experience  which  serves  as  a  foundation 
for  further  musical  progress.  These  songs  induce  a  love  of 
music,  correct  monotones,  develop  good  singing  tone  and 
prepare  for  music  reading.  With  the  beginning  of  two-part 
singing  a  true  sense  of  harmony  is  developed.  Still  richer 
harmony  is  experienced  through  the  three-part  singing  in 
the  upper  grades. 

Today  must  stress  is  laid  upon  the  appreciation  of 
music.  The  children  are  taught  recognition  of  instruments 
by  sight  and  sound  with  the  aid  of  picture  charts  and  rec- 
ords. Musical  stories  such  as  Peter  the  Wolf  aid  the  de- 
velopment of  this  phase.  The  boys  and  girls  have  regular 
listening  lessons,  a  very  definite  part  of  the  modern  music 
program.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Parent  Teacher  Asso- 
ciation for  their  generous  contribution  to  the  music  depart- 
ment for  the  purchase  of  records. 

In  May  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  and  girls 
had  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  Boston  Pops  in  Symphony 
Hall.  The  trip  to  Boston  was  made  by  bus.  The  first  stop 
was  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  second  the  Public 
Gardens,  and  in  the  evening,  Symphony  Hall. 

For  your  hearty  cooperation  and  that  of  the  teachers, 
I  am  most  grateful.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Art  Instruction 


To  Mr.  L.  Munro  Grandy,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  concerning  the  Art 
activities  and  instruction  in  Newton. 

After  a  year  of  progress  a  need  was  felt  for  more 
fundamental  work  in  Art  rather  than  an  all  creative  pro- 
gram. As  Art  governs  our  every-day  living,  so  must  the 
children  have  a  solid  foundation  on  which  to  build  it.  The 
whole  program  was  based  on  the  fundamentals  of  color, 
figure  drawing,  lettering,  and  holiday  motifs.  Individual 
work  and  murals  were  made. 

New  mediums  were  introduced  for  the  first  time.  They 
were  Poster  Paint,  Finger  Paint,  and  an  assortment  of  col- 
ored construction  paper. 

At  a  Parent  Teacher  meeting  in  February  an  exhibit  of 
the  children's  work  was  held  at  the  Village  School.  Finger 
painting  was  demonstrated  at  the  meeting,  and  a  talk  was 
given  on  Art  in  the  Public  Schools.  The  public  was  invited 
to  participate  in  experimenting  with  the  finger-paint.. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Grandy,  the  teachers, 
and  all  who  have  helped  me  during  1948,  for  their  increased 
interest  and  splendid  cooperation.

March  22,  under  direction  of  Mr.  Grandy,  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools,  a  tuberculosis  educational  film  was  shown, 
"This  is  T.  B."  All  pupils  in  grades  five  through  eight  were 
given  the  opportunity  to  see  this  picture  at  the  Junior  High. 

April  12,  Miss  Constance  Martin,  R.  N.,  Staff  worker 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Association,  assisted  in  giving  the  Tub- 
erculin Test  (Vollmer)  to  twenty-five  pupils.  One  reacted 
positive. 

April  27,  at  Woodbury  High,  Salem,  the  one  positive 
reactor  to  the  tuberculin  test  was  given  the  additional  bene- 
fit of  a  chest  X-ray  by  Mr.  Eugent  Alden,  who  is  an  X-ray 
Technician.    The  X-ray  was  read  by  Dr.  Robert  Kerr  and

this  pupil  was  found  to  have  healed  calcified  glands.    We 
hope  to  continue  the  program  again  this  coming  spring. 

Last  fall,  a  pure  tone  audiometer  was  given  the  Salem 
Schools  by  the  Salvation  Army  with  the  understanding  that 
it  could  be  used  in  Newton.  This  represents  a  valuable  de- 
velopment of  the  school  hearing  program.  An  individual 
hearing  test  has  been  given  to  all  the  pupils. 

A  set  of  equipment  for  giving  the  Massachusets  Vision 
Test  has  been  used  this  year.  This  test  series  is  composed 
of  three  parts : 

Part  One  is  planned  to  sort  out  cases  in  which  there  is 
low  visual  acuity.  The  main  difference  between  this  test 
and  those  commonly  in  use  is  that  the  charts  are  construct- 
ed to  minimize  the  possibility  of  memorizing,  and  provision 
is  made  for  standardizing  illumination. 

Part  Two  is  intended  to  detect  those  who  may  pass  the 
visual  acuity  test  but  who,  nevertheless,  have  deficiencies 
which  are  latent  and  may  require  correction. 

Part  Three  is  designed  to  indicate  the  cases  in  which 
there  is  difficulty  in  using  both  eyes  together. 

Use  of  this  equipment  will  give  a  considerable  more 
effective  vision  test  to  all  pupils. 

We  had  about  the  usual  amount  of  contagious  diseases 
in  the  schools  of  which  the  report  will  be  found  under  the 
Board  of  Health's  report. 

September  1,  2,  3,  I  attended  the  school  nurses  work- 
shop at  Keene  Teachers  College  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.  L.  Bruce,  State  Board  of  Education,  and  felt  the  lec- 
tures were  helpful  in  my  school  health  program.  Some  of 
the  outstanding  topics  were : 
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The  role  of  the  school  nurse  in  screening  and  follow 
up  cases  of  impaired  vision,  by  Dr.  Leroy  Ford. 

Reasons  for  record-keeping  in  all  nursing  services, 
by  Miss  Florence  Clark,  R.  N. 

Relation  of  the  school  nurse  to  the  Crippled  Childrens 
Program,  by  Dr.  U,  Saunders  . 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
fine  cooperation  of  the  School  Committee,  Mr.  Grandy,  par- 
ents, teachers,  and  pupils  for  without  their  interest  and 
support,  my  work  would  have  been  quite  futile.

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Report  of  the  Newton 
Educational  Survey  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Newton,  New  Hampshire : 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  findings  of  the  Newton 
Educational  Survey  Committee  concerning  the  future  edu- 
cational needs  of  Newton. 

I  General  Information 

Your  committee  met  and  examined  figures  concerning 
increases  in  school  population,  the  classroom  space  already 
within  the  town,  and  the  possibility  of  expansion  of  the 
present  school  buildings  now  being  used. 

Newton  will  be  faced  with  the  serious  problem  of  over- 
crowded school  conditions  in  the  very  near  future,  along 
with  various  limitations  observed  in  our  present  school 
buildings,  such  as  toilet  facilities,  lighting  and  adequate 
playground  space. 

II  Enrollments 

Thre  following  will  be  the  enrollment  figures  provid- 
ing the  first  grade  enrollments  remain  the  same.  There  is 
evidence  in  the  Newton  1948  Census  Report  that  the  en- 
rollments will  show  an  increase  in  the  first  grade  of  about 
two  or  three  pupils  over  a  period  of  six  years.

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III  School  Buildings 

At  the  present  time  the  Newton  pupils  are  housed  in 
two  buildings  whose  maximum  capacities  according  to 
present  'standards  are  about  130  pupils. 

(a)  Rowe's  Corner — capacity — 65  pupils 

— present  enrollment — 64  pupils 

(b)  Village  School — capacity — 70  pupils 

— present  enrollment — 58  pupils 

IV  Recommendations  and  Conclusions 

It  is  evident  that  by  1952  Newton  will  have  an  enroll- 
ment (155)  above  what  would  be  reasonable  to  expect  our 
present  buildings  to  house  or  our  teachers  to  adequately 
serve. 

The  following  are  the  recommendations  and  conclu- 
sions arrived  at  by  the  committee  after  the  serious  consid- 
eration of  the  whole  problem: 

A.  It  was  found  after  due  consideration  that  the  ex- 
pense involved  in  equipping,  heating,  and  lighting  the 
former  Junction  School  would  reach  the  anticipated 
expense  of  some  $6,500.00  to  $7,000.00.  Your  com- 
mittee therefore  feels  that  the  expense  so  involved 
would  not  be  wise  in  view  of  the  educational  returns 
from  such  an  investment. 

B.  It  is  recommended  that  the  School  Board  be  em- 
powered to  negotiate  with  the  Federal  Government 
and  the  State  Government  if  State  and  Federal  funds 
are  available  for  school  building  purposes. 

C.  It  is  recommended  that  the  school  board  be  direct- 
ed to  locate  suitable  sites  for  additional  school  build- 
ing. 

D.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Survey  Committee  look  into  the  advisability  of  plan- 
ning a  school  structure  which  would  serve  as  a  com- 
bined school  building  and  community  center. 
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The  Survey  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
Newton  for  their  cooperation  and  urge  them  to  consider 
carefully  the  foregoing  recommendations,  as  by  1953  the 
school  population  will  be  such  that  definite  action  will 
need  to  be  taken..
